But be that as it may, thus much at 


leaſt is certain, that this Pſalm was com- 


poſed by its Royal Author, after ſome 
publick Diſturbance in his Kingdom; 


probably the rebellious.Revolt of his Son 


Abſalom, which had not only put a Stop 


to all judicial Procedings, in the Civil 
State, but had alſo interrupted the regular 


Performance of the Worſhip of the 


Temple. 


View it in this Light, and we may 
imagine the pious King, re flecting with 
himſelf on the various Bleſſings derived 


to any State, from the Union of its Sub- 


jects, and of the happy Conſequence that 
attends it, vis. the quiet Enjoyment of

Peace to this our Jeruſalem, give me 
Leave to point out to you the various 
Obligations, we are all under, to unite 
for the Promotion of this moſt deſirable 
End, if we be not weary of living under 
the happieſt conſtituted Government, 
and of the free Exerciſe of the pureſt 
Religion, that ever appeared in the 
World.

And this will beſt be done, by conſi-

Laſtly, the Eſteem and Affection re- 
quir'd from us by our Religion, 


Firſt then; it is the Duty of every 
Subject, to promote, by all poſlible 
Means, the Peace and Quiet of this Na- 
tion, from the Conſideration of the Duty 
he owes to his King. 


In the early Ages of the World, eyery 
Father was the ſupreme Head, and na- 
tural Legiſlator of his own Family. 

But in Proceſs of Time, as Mankind

encreas d, different Societies were formed» 

each of which having its diſtinct Views, 

and ſeparate Intereſts, it was found abſo- 

"Ws * lately neceſſary for the general Good, 

to commit the Government of the whole, 

to one Perſon, who ſhould be inveſted 

with ſuch Power, and armed with ſuch 

Authority, as might enable him to pre- 

F ſerve the publick Tranquility, by an 

uniform Adminiſtration. In chuſing 

this Man, great Regard was had to his 

= perſonal Qualifications, and moral At- 

tachments. Virtue and Juſtice, Wit- 

dom and Probity, Courage and Conduct, 

© Temperance and Chaſtity, were the 

certain Recommendations to this high 

2 Truſt : And when any one, on Account 

, of theſe, was raiſed to it, then was con- 

* ferr'd upon him the T itle of King. To : 
"heighten the Splendour of this new Dig- 
Znity, a Throne was erected, and the 

Sword of Juſtice put into his Hand: 

Rewards and Puniſhments were abſolute- 
ly in his Power, which were diſtributed 
[equally for the Terror of evil Doers, 
and for the Praiſe of them that did well. 
Private Views, and Party-Conſiderations, 
, had then no Exiſtence, but in Imagina- 
tion; they only being promoted to pub- 
lick Honour, whoſe faithful Services re- 
] * it from the * The Wick- 
5 ed, 
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ed, who might tempt. him to deſert 


the Common Cauſe, by betraying his 


Truſt, were far removed from the Perſon 
of the King, and ſo was his Throne eſta- 
bliſhd by Righteouſneſs. 


Hence aroſe that mutual Confidence, 3 


and reciprocal Obligation, which, in 


every well conſtituted Government, 
ought ever to ſubſiſt between the King 
and the Subject. To tell you that it 
does ſubſiſt between our King and the 
good Subjects of this Realm, would be 
to ſuſpect 

People's Loyalty. — Every one who en- 
joys the Benefit of publick Commerce, 


or the Security of his private Poſſeſſions 


— The Pleaſures of Friendſhip with o- 
thers, or the grateful Sweets of Domeſ- 


tick Quiet—A ſafe Retreat from Buſi- 
nels, to the uſeful Amuſements, and en- 


tertaining Reſcarches .of Learning and 
Philolophy ; or, the moſt ineſtimable 


Bleſſing of all, the Liberty of ſerving | N 


God in Spirit and in Truth: Who- 


ever enjoys any, or all of theſe, cannot 
but own them to be the genuine Effects 
of our preſent happy Eſtabliſhment, as

But I come now, in the ſecond Place, 
to enforce the ſame Argument, from the 
Regard due to ourſel ves and Families. 


Self-Preſervation is allowed by all, to 
be the leading Principle of our Lives, 
the main Spring of all our Actions. — 
Self-Love is ſo deeply, ſo univerſally 
implanted in our Minds, that nothing can 
efface it, that does not, at the fame time, 
deſtroy our Being. And indeed this Prin- 


ciple, impreſsd upon us by our Make, 
for many wiſe and good Ends, when go- 


verned by Reaſon, is not only conducive 
to private Happineſs, but very inſtru- 
F mental

mental in promoting the Service and 
Welfare of the Publick. Suppoſe a Man 
void of this, and you muſt imagine him 
=weary of his Exiſtence; for he who is 


not, will always be contriving ſomething 
for its Convenience, always dcing ſome- 
thing to promote its Comfort, and ſecure 


its Happineſs:— This being a Duty e- 
qually enforc'd by the Dictates of Nature, 
and Principles of Reaſon. 


But this Obligation does not reſt here; 


for this Principle of Self- Love, it rightly 
tempered and duly managed, will as na- 
turally extend itſelf to our Family and 


Dependants, as it exerts itſelf for the Pre- 
ſervation of our own Perſons. For the 


Man who loves himſelf as he ought, can- 


not diveſt himſelf of that large Share of 
Affection, which is due to the immediate 
Partner of his Joys and Sorrows, or to 
the common Offspring of both. She, 
who contributes 15 greatly to his Hap- 


pPineſs, by her fond Indulgence of, and 
Love for his Perſon, and by her conſtant 


and unwearied Endeayours, for the Good 


of his Children, has a right to his utmoſt 
Care for her Preſervation, to his utmoſt 
Concern for her Eaſe and Happineſs.

To make uſe of any Arguments, to 
convince you that this Principle of Self- 
Love, ought to extend itſelf to our ſe- 
cond Selves, our Children, would be pay- 
ing but a low Compliment to Nature, 
which has implanted in us ſuch ſtrong 
Affections for their Perſons, ſuch. a high 
Regard for their Intereſt, that the Parent, 
if any ſuch there be, who is deſtitute of it, 
juſtly deſerves, from all Mankind, the 


hard Appellation of unnatural and bru- 
tiſh. 


But tho' our Wives and Children have 
a natural and undoubted Claim, to the 


more immediate Effects of conjugal Love, | | 


and paternal Fondneſs, yet there are 0- 
thers alſo, who are entitled to a due 
Share of our Regard for their Welfare : 
I mean our Servants and immediate De- 
pendants. For tho' it may be ſaid, that 
the Service of the Hireling, is amply re- 
warded by the Pay he receives for it, 
yet we are taught by the joint Voice of 
Reaſon and Revelation, that ſo long as 
they yield us all due Obedience, we ought 
to defend 'em againſt Danger, and make 
em in a more remote degree, the Objects

of our Protection; duly conſidering, who 
it is that made us to differ. 


If then the Preſervation of our own 
Lives, made eaſy and comfortable, by the 
gPollcihon of every Bleſſing we are form'd 
to enjoy; if the Endearments of the Mar- 
riage State, the Happineſs of our Chil- 
* dren, or the Protection of our Servants 
and immediate Dependants, be worth our 
Care, or merit our Regard ; then all, and 
every one of them, ſhould jointly, and 
"ſeperately call upon us, at this Juncture, 
to do all in our Power, to humble our 
Common Enemies, and to reftore Peace 
and Order to this diſtracted Nation. For 
ſnould ever their wicked Imaginations 
proſper ſo far, as to deſtroy the Form of 
our Government, in Church and State, 
(hich doubtleſs is their Aim) we ſhall 
then no longer be allowed to dwell in 
Safety, under our own Vine and under 
our own Fig-Tree. Our Properties, 
which at preſent are fecred and inviola- 
ple, will then be the Spoil of the firft 
rude Invader. No longer ſhall we enjoy 
che Pleaſures of a chaſte and undefiled 
Hove, or the Heart-iwelling Joy, which 
naturally attends every freſh Dawn of 
KReaſon, or Glimpſe of Virtue, breaking 
Worth in our beloved Offspring. No

the one muſt fall a Sacrifice to the intem- 
perate Luft of a debauch'd Inquiſitor ; 
and the barbarous and inhuman Murder 
of the other, before our Eyes, be uſed as 
a cruel, and with many I fear a prevail- 
ing, Argument to indace them to quit 
their Faith, and renounce their Religion. 


But, Thirdly, the Love of his native 
Country, calls upon every honeſt Br itor, 
to rouſe himſelf, in Defence of her Rights 
and Privileges ; in the Maintenance of her 
Dignity, and Support of her Glory. — 
England has hitherto been accounted the 
moſt potent Friend, or moſt dangerous E- 
nemy, in the World; as being ſole and 
undiſputed Miſtreſs of the Ocean, which 
is the Foundation of all Commerce, and 
great Source of all Power. Her Amity 
has been courted, her Alliance ſought ' 
after, her Vengeance dreaded ; as being, 
not only the Mediator between one State 


and another, but the common Arbiter of 


all Europe. Her Kings have been re— 
nown'd, for their extenſive Power. —Her 
Counſellors, for their Wiſdom.— Her 
Statetmen, for their Policy. Her Judges 
- for their Integrity.— Her Churchmen, for 
their Piety ; her Soldiers, for their un- 
common Valour ; and her Sailors, for thei: 
undaunted Brayery, in the Day of W. 
n

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And 1 would willingly hope, my Coun- 
trymen, that the ſame generous Ambi- 
© tion, which fired our Progenitors, with 


'the Love of Glory, of Juſtice and of 


Power, is ſtill alive and vigorous, amongſt 
many of the preſent Age. I would hope, 
that the ſame Spirit of Liberty, which 


engaged them, at the Hazard of their 


I.ives, to maintain their Honour and In- 


dependency, will now glow in every ho- 


neſt Heart, and inſpire it with a deter- 
mined Reſolution, to tranſmit the ſame 
glorious Bleſſings to Poſterity. 


\ Luxury has indeed, too long, ſet up 


her inchanting Standard amongſt us, at- 
tended with her conſtant Adherents, Ve- 


ality and Corruption ; and too many, 


God knows, have liſted Volunteers, un- 
ger her fatal Banners. But yet, I hope, 
we are not become ſo mean and deſpicable 


gs to crouch to the inbred Haughtineſs 
of Hain; nor fo very 3 and extreme- 


y contemptible, as to ſubmit to the dic- 


hope the Mighty are not ſo ſadly fal- 
n, nor the Uſe of the Weapons of War 
Þ periſhed, as to be obliged to wear the 
Iron Yoke of Slavery and Arbitrarv 
Power, beat out for us on the Anvils of 
; C France

France and Spain, and to be fitted to our 
Necks, by the unpoliſh'd Hands of our 
uncultivated Neighbours in the North; 
whoſe infolent Attempt upon the Crown 
of England, can be equalled by nothing 
but its Perfidionſneſs, and aggravated by 
nothing, but its Ingratitude.—For whe- 
ther we conſider the many valuable Privi- 
leges confer'd upon them by the Juion, by 
which they are incorporated into the En- 
joy ment of many Bleflings, peculiar to 
this happy Ule, and admitted into a Sort 
of joint Poſſeſſion, of this Land of Plenty, 
which may juſtly be called the Land of 
CANAAN in compariſon of their own.— 
Or, whether we reflect, on the many Ho- 
nours and Immunities granted to its Na- 
tives, both by his late and preſent Ma- 
jeſty; we cannot but look upon them 


as bound, by the ſtricteſt Ties of Honour, 


of Daty, and of Religion, to continue 
ſtedfaſt in their Allegiance, to his Perſon 
and Government. But theſe are Bonds 
which they have broken aſunder, Cords 
which they have caſt from them; having 
changed tlieir Gratitude into Treachery, 
and their Loyalty into Revellion. 


But I would not here be thought to 
reflect on every Individual of the Scotch | 
Nation. 
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Nation. 1 hope and believe, there are 
ſeveral of its Natives, who ſtand well- 
affected to our King and Country, not only 
among their Nobility and Soldiery, but 


the Commonalty too; who are equally 


ſenſible of the many Benefits derived to 
them by the Union, and grateful for all 
Favours they have received from his Ma- 


jeſty; and who would be the laſt Perſons 


in the World, who, out of a capricious 


Inclination to Variety, would give up 
*the Privileges they enjoy by the former, 
or wantonly forfeit their Title to an In- 
tereſt in the latter. And I am very ſorry, 
that theſe hard Say ings are juſtly appli- 


cable to ſo great a Part oſ their Nation; 


but as to the /{ri& Truth of what I have

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While Liberty ſubſiſted in the Com- 
monwealth of Rome, it was thought a 
Piece of the moſt abject Cowardice, to ac- 
cept of Life, without it, from the Hands 
of the Conqueror. Cato thought it a 
Pity that he had but one Life, to ſacri- 
fice for his Country. And ſhall the Sons 
of BxiTaix, the Deſcendants of a lon 
Race of unconquered Heroes, be fo baſe- 
ly degenerate, as to give up this Land of 
Liberty, this Glory of the whole Earth, 
into the feeble Hands of a Race of S/aves, 
who have been remarkable in Story, for 
nothing ſo much, as their Cruelty and 
their Cowardice. Shall we, who were 
once the Lawgivers to France, now tame- 
ly ſubmit to be her Vaſſals? Shall we 
ſaffer our ſelves, our Wives, our Chil- 
dren and our Dependants, to be led away 
in Captivity, by ſuch Wretches as theſe, 
to bemoan the Loſs of Liberty in a 
ſtrange Land? Surely, no—the bare Men- 
tion of it, | perſuade myſelf, is more than 
ſufficient, to fire your Indignation, and to 
raiſe fuch a becoming Warmth, in every 
honeſt Breaft, as will make it reſolutely 
determin'd, rather to loſe its Life, than 
its Liberty; and think it lets glorious to 
live, under the deſpotiek Power of an

The Obligations that lie upon every 

one, to exert himſelf ſtrenuouſly in the 
efence of his Religion, ariſe in Propor- 

tion to the Excellency of the Profeſſion 


Itſelf: This is a Truth that cannot be 
Tontroverted, If ſo, then the Diſciples 


pf the ever bleſſed 7eſus, are of all Men 
moſt ſtrongly oblig'd to defend the Prac- 
tice of Chriſtianity ; which is a Reli- 
gion equally averſe to the wild Freaks 
3 Enthuſiaſm, and the groſs Follies of 
Bu perſtition: A Religion, in its Diſci- 
Rr and Worſhip, truly primitive, be- 
ang ſevere without Cruelty, decent with- 


out Foppery, and truly orthodox in all 
its Doctrines. A Religion, calculated 
wiſely to promote the general Good of 
| by Mankind, 
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Mankind, both in this Life and the next; 
affording us all the Comforts of a ſerene 

Mind and quiet Conſcience here, and a 
glorious Proſpect of Immortality hereat- 
ter. A Religion, in ſhort, fit for God 
to command, and Man to practice; as it 
makes gracious Allowances for all hu- 


man Infirmities ; accepts a ſincere, in- 


ſtead of an unſinning Obedience; and re- 
wards our imperfect Services with a 
Crown of Glory, that fadeth not away, 
eternal in the Heavens. 


Since then we proſeſs ſo holy a Reli- 
gion, let our Zeal in its Defence, againſt 
thoſe who would deprive us of. it, bear 
a juſt Proportion to its exalted Dignity. 
But let it not be that blind and intempe- 
rate Zeal, which poſſeſſes our Enemies of 
the Church of Rome, and not only at- 
eth them up, but devoureth all its Aa- 
verſaries; but a Zeal becoming a Chri- 


ſtian; a Zeal, which is prompted by 


true Piety, regulated by Gentleneſs and 
Prudence, and joined to a perfe& Inte- 
grity of Heart. A Zeal like this, will 
animate us with ſufficient, Courage, to 
defend ourſelves in the quiet Enjoyment 
of our own Religion, without inſpiring 
us with cruel Sentiments againſt thoſe,

; But ſhould we deſert our Cauſe in this 
Time of Danger, or act with Lukewarm- 
pets only, in Defence of thoſe ineſtima- 
ple Privileges, which are our Birthright, 
as Chriſtians, the exceſſive Warmth of 
he Romiſh Church in a wrong Cauſe, 
would juſtly upbraid the Want of. a ge-
